BAKERSFIELD, April 29.—Six 
million barrels of ofl were threat- 
ened tonight when lightning start- 
ed a fire in a reservoir of the West 
Kern River storage fa of the 
Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia, five miles northwest of here. 
The reservoir, which is under- 
ground, contained 400,000 barrels 
of low-gravity oil. It is situated 
in a storage farm containing six- 
teen individual underground reser- 
volrs, each with a capacity of 500,- 
000 barrels. The reservoirs are. 
not filled to capacity. 
Two miles away is the main 
storage field, containing approxti- 
mately forty underground earthen 
reservoirs. 


BOIL-OVER FEARED 


The lghtning struck at 6:30 
o'clock tonight and a few seconds 
later, C. L. Taylor, an eyewitness, 
saw spirals of smoke belch out of 
the reservoir and the wooden roof 
burst into flame. 
The oll is not expected to ex- 
lode because of its low gravity, 
ut the crisis will come early to- 
morrow when the oll in the burn- 
ing lake bolls over the edges and 
flows toward the other tanks. It is 
hoped to diminish the danger by 
draining the oll in the burning 
reservoir into adjoining ones.

absent, the commission quickly 
gave its approval. Ambassador 
Berenger went to the Treasury lat- 
er and he and Secretary Mellon 
signed the agreement. 
The present value ot the total 
payments on a 4 1-4 per cent basis, 
the amount of interest charged on 
most of the loans made by this 
government to obtain the money 
for France, is $2,008,122,624, or 
about 60 per cent of the debt fund- 
ed, as compared with the Itallan 
settlement of 25 per cent. 


NO SAFETY CLAUSE 

The agreemént does not include 
the “safety cause” heretofore de- 
manded by France, which would 
relieve that country of its debt re- 
sponsibilities in the event of fail- 
ure of Germany to meet its rep- 
arations. It provides for the fund- 
ing of $4,025,000,000, representing 
$3,340,000.000 in principal and 
$685,000,000, accrued int to 
the date of the agreement. 

Payments will start at $30,000,- 
000 for the first two years, $32,- 
500,000 for the next two years and 
$35,000,000 the fifth year. They 
will increase to $40,000,000 the 
sixth year and aduate upward 
$10,000,000 annually until the thir- 
teenth year. The payments will 
then increase $5,000,800 
until the seventeenth year when 
the total will be 125,000,000. An- 
nual payments of $125,000,000 will 
be paid thereafter until the sixty- 
second year when the final amount 
will be $117,674,104. 


INTEREST LOW 

Interest charges on the debt will 
average a little more than 1 5-8 per 
cent. No interest will be charged 
during the first five years. For the 
next ten years interest will amount 
to 1 per cent annually; for the next 
ten years, 2 per cent; for the next 
eight years, 2%: per cent; for the 
next seven years, 3 per cent, and 
for the remaining twenty-two years 
3% per cent. 

Similar to the other agreements 
the debt bears interest of 4% per 
cent to December 15, 1922, and 8 
per cent thereafter to June 16, 
1925, the date of the agreemnt on 
the amount of debt.

BARRED BY MARSHALS 


When the police tried to enter 
they were met by a group of dep- 
uty United States marshals, who 
threatened to shoot ovr men if 
they entered. The United States 
guards, stationed to prohibit fur- 
ther violations of the law, were 
not only lax and remiss in their 
duty, but were actually aiding the 
brewers to violate the law and in- 
terfering with police who desired 
to enforce the law. 

The police, not knowing how to 
meet the situation, left; and the 
next morning, when I was in- 
formed, I sent them back, but by 
this time everything had n ar- 
ranged at the brewery and we 
found nothing, the deputy United 
States marshals having departed. 

The first year we managed to 
make some seizures, but no effec- 
tive work was done and nothing 
really accomplished. 

In the summer of 1925, however, 
I learned, after much seeking aft- 
er advice, that under the law police 
could raid breweries. 

Immediately we a cam- 
paign against breweries, and soon 
wer@ able to obtain the first pad- 
lock on a brewery in Philadelphia. 
Through two seizures of high- 

wered beer made by police a 

deral court, before whom the 
case was tried on our evidence, or- 
dered the brewery—the Rising 
Sun Brewery—closed for a year. 

The activity continued. Every 
brewery in Philadelphia was 
watched and raided, real beer 
seized and men arrested. The local 
courts, in most instances, ordered 
the high powered beer returned to 
the breweries on one technicality 
or another. 

Finally our raids bécome too per- 
sistent, the chance of being caught 
became too great, the fear of ar- 
rest too much, the cost of legal 
talent too high, and the brewertes 
began to shut down, one by one, 
go, before I left, not a single brew- 
ery in Philadelphia was operating 
illegalty. 

Brewer'tes, even breweries, I 
— could be made to obey the 

W. 
As a result of our. efforts, sev- 
eral other breweries, including the 
Bergnor & Engel rewery, the 
largest In the eastern part of the 
United States and probably the 
most flagrant violator of the 
Eighteenth Amendment in the 
country, was padlocked for a year 
by Judge McDevitt. 

By this time, we had discovered, 
we could take padlock proceedings 
against breweries the same as we 
could against saloons. 

The brewerles of Philadelphia 
have long criminal records (rec- 
orde of violation of the Eighteenth 
Amendment) but nothing seems to 
be done about it. 


bootleggers finally was indicted and 
brought to trial, mostly through 
the pressure exerted by the Phila- 


guilty and were fined or sentenced 
to light jail terms. a few more were 
convicted and similarly treated and 
then without warning or reason, 
the prosecutions temporarily 
ceased and when I left Philadel- 
phis at the end of the year, they 
ad not been resumed. 

We also had another difficulty 
with the Federal authorities. From 
reliable sources we learned that 
liquor kept in a bonded ‘ware- 
house after their seizure by pro- 
hibition authorities, were being 
taken out in nondescript vehicles 
to unknown destinations at all 
times of the day and night. 

The liquor in the warehouse was 
in the care of United States 
Marshal Mathuea. 

One Sunday morning a truck- 
load of liquor coming out from the 
Twentieth Century warehouse, a 
government depository, was 
stopped by a detail of police as- 
signed there for the purpose. Mar- 
shal Mathues, who was present, 
ordered police to permit the ve- 
hicle to proceed, as it was being 
taken to the dumping ground for 
disposal. 

Mathues would not, or could not, 
show the court order authorizing 
the transportation and destruction 
of the liquor. There was a rum- 
pus. Mathues finally admitted 
that he did not have the proper 
papers and, accompanied by the 
police, went to his office in the 
Postoffice Building. where, after 
much effort, he found some official 
looking document and waved it in 
front of the eyes of the police, 
without permitting them to read 
it. The police then permitted the 
truck to proceed, but accompanied 
it and saw the liquor destroyed. 

Whether the document Mathues 
waved was the court order for the 


particular lot of liquor or not I do 
not know. 
The marshal threatened to ar- 
rest me for interfering with a 
Federal officer, but when I defied 
and dared him to do se—he 
changed his mind and went to Eu- 
rope for an extended vacation.

ROBES UNIVERSE 
IN GLOOMY YEIL 


Scientist Says All Matter 
Drifts to Direful End 


Dr. R. C. Tolman in Lecture 
at Technology Institute 


Declares Destruction Due— 
-in Billion Years 


By a “Times” Staff Correspondent 
PASADENA, April 29.—~A was- 
trel, whose one outstanding char- 
acteristic is its incessant dissipa- 
tion of precious matter and ener- 
SY, apparently leading to an even- 
tual state of complete dissolution, 
waa the discomforting picture of 
the universe painted tonight by Dr. 
R. G. Tolman of the California 
Institute of Technology in his lec- 
ture at the Institute on “The Evo- 
lution of Matter and Energy.” 
“Dissolution, not evolution, is the 
fundamental, underlying process of 
the entire behavior of the uni- 
verse. Physicists agree unanimous- 
ly that the one fundamental! trait 
of our solar system and all the 
myriad systems that the astrono- 
mers’ telescopes can reach is disal- 
pation of energy,” he declared. 
‘To demonstrate conclusively the 
truth—of this thesis, Dr. Tolman, 
an eminent chemical physicist, 
performed laboratory experiments, 
exhibited lantern slides and re- 
counted a great number of typi- 
cal examples of this universal 
process in chemistry, physics, as-

“Evolution does occur in mat 
ter,” he said, “but those processes 
in which it oecurs are merely 
smail back wavelets in the great 
stream of dissoltution—the dissipa- 
tion of energy.” 


EVOLUTION DEFINED 


Evolution he defined as changed 
from a simple structure with parts 
that bear no orderly arrangement 
to each other to a complicated 
structure with a highly ordered ar- 
rangement of its parts. Dissolution 
was defined as change in the re- 
verse direction. 

At the conclusion of what he 
called this “direful picttre of the 
behavior of the universe,” with 
destruction facing the human race 
in 1,000,000,000 years, Dr. Tolman 
deciared that but one loophole of 
hope remains—the scientist. 

“Energy is never destroyed and 
when the universe runs down it 
will be because the energy has 
been dissipated in a useless man- 
ner among the elements of which 
the universe is composed,” he 
said. “Thus if the scientist can 
llearn to handle these individual 
\elementsa by microscopic processes, 
ne might learn how to reassemble 
the energy in a useful form.” 

To demonstrate the dissipation, 
but not destruction, of energy. he 
used the illustration of a tennis 
ball which is dropped to the floor. 
The gravitational force created 
when the ball is lifted from the 
‘ground does not disappear when 
the ball is dropped, but changes to 
heat through friction.

600,000 marks. The standard pay- 
ment, beginning 1928-29 calls for

Surprising as it may seem, it is 
reliably reported that some of the 
smaller insurance companies have 
no set plan for making invest- 
ments. That is to say, they pur- 
chase securities or mortgages, as 
the opportunity presents itself, 
without a definite aim at diversifi- 
cation or some of the other consid- 
erations which ere regarded as 
quite important by most large in- 
vestors. They do, however, con- 
sider individual issues carefully as 
to yield and safety. 

Many of the parger concerns, in 
almost direct contrast, have staffs 


of investment experts equally as ef- 
ficient as the majority of banking 
houses in the financial district.

MEXICO CITY, April 29.—tThe 
leader of the feminist movement in 
Mexico is a pretty little woman of 
gentle mien. Her ways are mild. 
Her dress is charming. She seems 
intended to adorn a drawing-room. 


But she understands how to 
blow up railroads with dynamite to 
prevent passage of ap enemy army. 
She has been a political fugitive in 
tropical jungles with a price upon 
oy head. She knows what it is 
© have four brothers murdered in 
a revolution, and barely to escape 
the same fate herself. She has 
commanded armed men who 
battled and sometimes died for 
— conception of liberty and jus- 
Senora Elvia Carrillo Puerto can 
be hard as nails —— that is nec- 
essary——ags often it has been in her 
fight for social, economic and polit- 
ical independence for Mexican 
women and better living and work- 
ing conditions for all Mexicans of 
both sexes, 

Her inspiration is her brother. 
Felipe Carrillo, social reform lead- 
er. killed early in 1924 while Gov- 
ernor of Yucatan. When a revolu- 
tion swept his way he and three 
brothers were captured and shot. 
His sister is carrying on. 

Senora Puerto was one of the 
first three women elected to a 
Mexican State Legislature. This 
Was in Yucatan. She then pre- 
pared to become the first Mexican 
Congresswoman. She was a pio- 
neer woman suffragist in this coun- 
try, having organized the first 
Women's Congress and the first 
Birth Control Clinic in Mexico. She 
is president of the Permanent 
Commission of the Mexican Wom- 
en's Congress. She has formed 
feminist groups in varous parts of 
the republic.and hag long been ac- 
tive in efforts to improve working 
conditions of both men and women. 
Senora Puerto wants Mexican 
women to attain social, economic 
and political independence. 
“Mexican women,“ she sald. “are 
confined to their homes by the fet- 
ters of social custom and tradition 
- tetters intangible but neverthe- 
leas potent. We want women to 
take a larger part in all activities 
of society, using that word in éts 
| most comprehensive sense. The 
Way will be long and hard. First. 
not merely Mexican women but 
Mexican men must be converted to 
the idea. A great deal of educa- 
tional work is nec A 

“Our organization is but started. 
Indeed, it is scarcely large or 
strong enough to be called more 
than a nucleus. Everything is in 
the future. But ultimately we will 
succeed!
